THE CANADIAN GOVERNMENT 
MOTION PICTURE BUREAU 


Realizing the immense value of motion pictures as a means to 
create greater knowledge of and interest in Canada, not only 
among her own citizens but among the people of other countries 
throughout the world, the Dominion Government, in 1916, 
became actively engaged in the production and distribution of 
films for this purpose. In such work, as a government activity, 
Canada is one of the pioneers. | 


With the growth and development of the motion picture 
industry in its many phases, the scope and extent of the 
Dominion Government's efforts in this direction have been in- 
creased until today films depicting Canada are being circulated 
in practically every civilized country in the world bringing:to 
millions of people, who might not otherwise be reached, clear 
visualizations of the “Land of the Maple”’, her resources, oppor- 
tunities, attractions and other aspects. 


Since 1917, the Dominion Government has operated, as a 
branch of the Department of Trade and Commerce, an organ- 
ization whose efforts have been specially devoted to this work— 
the Canadian Government Motion Picture Bureau. 
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This Bureau functions as a central organization for the pro- 
duction of motion pictures and other photographic material for 
general distribution throughout the world as well as for the 
particular uses of the various Departments of the Dominion 
Government and allied organizations of national character. In 
addition, the Bureau deals with many other matters pertaining 
to the motion picture industry in which the Dominion Govern- 
ment is, or may be, interested. 


Under an annual appropriation from the Dominion Govern- 
ment, this Bureau operates a modernly equipped plant for the 
production of motion pictures and other photographic materials 
of all kinds at Ottawa, Ontario, and maintains a considerable 
personnel of experienced executives and technicians to carry on 
its many activities. 


DISTRIBUTION OF CANADIAN 
GOVERNMENT FILMS 


The theatrical or commercial distribution of films produced by 
the Canadian Government Motion Picture Bureau in various 
countries or groups of countries is handled by private commer- 
cial film organizations either under contract or by special arrange- 
ment and Canadian Government films so distributed are sold, 
leased or rented by these organizations in similar manner and 
under similar conditions as commercial product of the same type. 


In the various non-theatrical and non-commercial fields 
Canadian Government films are circulated and exhibited, under 
special arrangement with the Motion Picture Bureau, by 
agencies, organizations, institutions and individuals engaged in 
this work as well as by Government officials and representatives 
at home and abroad and directly by the Bureau itself. 


Agencies, organizations, institutions or individuals in Canada or 
elsewhere who may be interested in the distribution or exhibition of 
Canadian Government films in any of the above noted fields should 
forward inquiries to the address given above. 
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FILMS AVAILABLE FOR NON-THEATRICAL 
EXHIBITION 


Copies of the films listed in this catalogue and subsequent 
productions, when released for non-theatrical circulation, are 
available to responsible organizations, institutions and indi- 
viduals for non-theatrical exhibition in Canada or elsewhere 
except for commercial use and subject to existing regulations 
governing the use of films for such purposes in the territory 
where exhibition is proposed. 


Conditions under which Canadian Government films may be 
secured for non-theatrical use and other particulars with regard 
thereto are given, in detail, on Page 7 of this catalogue. 


Organizations, institutions or individuals making application 
for films for the first time may be required to furnish credentials 
as to their responsibility before films are supplied. Applicants 
are requested to give full information with regard to their 
activities and the purposes for which films are required. 


The Canadian Government Motion Picture Bureau reserves 
the right to refuse or terminate film service without liability. 


FILM SERVICE 


Applicants from points in Canada will be served directly 
from the Canadian Government Motion Picture Bureau, Ottawa, 
Ontario, except in special cases when service may be arranged 
through some authorized distribution agency in or near appli- 
cant’s territory. 


Applicants from points outside Canada will be furnished 
with a list of the addresses of nearest distribution agencies in 
their country where films may be obtained for non-theatrical 
exhibition. In cases where special films are required and are 
not available through an agency in the country of applicant, 
shipment will be made direct from the Canadian Government 
Motion Picture Bureau, Ottawa, Ontario, providing applicant 
guarantees payment of transportation, Customs and other extra 
charges involved. ; 
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INFORMATION REGARDING CANADIAN 
GOVERNMENT FILMS 


The films listed in this catalogue are the product and property 
of the Canadian Government by whom all rights are reserved. 


Films are available in either 35 mm. (theatrical standard) 
or 16 mm. (standard narrow gauge) size. 


Unless otherwise specified, all films are in one reel and require 
approximately ten minutes to project with standard equipment. 
Prints of 35 mm. gauge films range from 600 to 1,000 feet in 
length and prints of 16 mm. gauge films range from 250 to 400 feet 
in length. 


Unless otherwise specified, the titles of all films are in English 
only. Films available with French-English, French and other 
languages are so noted in lists of subjects. 


For theatrical use, or where proper facilities are provided for 
the showing of inflammable films, 35 mm. gauge copies are avail- 
able on either nitro-cellulose or cellulose-acetate stock. 


For non-theatrical use it is the policy of the Bureau to 
supply films of either 35 mm. or 16 mm. gauge on cellulose- 
acetate (safety) stock only. 


The rental or loan of all 35 mm. films is subject to existing 
laws, statutes or regulations governing the exhibition of such 
films in applicant's country, province or state. 
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CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH FILMS 
MAY BE OBTAINED 


Canadian Government films are supplied only on the definite 
understanding that the applicant agrees to comply with the 
following conditions: 


(a) To pay such rental or service charge as may be required 
providing same has been quoted and accepted by appli- 
cant prior to shipment of films. 


(b) To pay ALL transportation charges on shipments of films. 
(Films will be forwarded C.O.D. and must be returned 
i) PREPAID) 


(c) To be responsible for the prompt return of all films in 
good order.

To assume liability for the loss, destruction or damage of 
films while in his possession or in return transit. 


(e) To assume liability for the confiscation or seizure of any 
film for violation of any Federal, State or Provincial law, 
statute or regulation except censorship and to assume full 
responsibility in any prosecution for such infraction. 


(f) To refrain from the use of pins, tape and other damaging 
articles in mending film breaks and from punching holes, 
cutting or marking films in any way.

Applicants should submit an alternative selection of film 
subjects so that if any or all of first selection are not available for 
dates required, subjects from alternative selection may be 
supplied. In cases where neither first or second choice are avail 
able others of equal interest will be substituted. 


PURCHASE OF FILMS 


Positive prints, in whole or part, of any Canadian Govern- 
ment films, either on 35 mm. or 16 mm. gauge stock, may be pur- 
chased from the Canadian Government Motion Picture Bureau, 
by organizations, institutions or individuals for their own use 
providing a guarantee is given that same will not be used for 
advertising or any other commercial purposes, will be confined 
to non-theatrical exhibition and will not be duplicated or re- 
produced in any form without written permission.

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6. HARVEST OF THE SUGAR MAPLE TREE. 


An educational film depicting life in the sugar bush, demon- 
strating the old and new methods of tapping maple trees, of 
gathering sap, and transporting it to the kettles. It shows the 
boiling in modern evaporators, the bottling and canning of the 
maple syrup in the factory, and finally, an old-fashioned sugar 
bush party. 


7. SALMON FISHING ON THE SKEENA. 


An industrial film depicting different methods used in catch- 
ing salmon, and disclosing the vastness of this industry in the 
Vicinity of Prince Rupert, B.C. 


8. THE ENEMY OF THE FOREST. 


A fire-prevention picture depicting the evils of carelessness 
in the woods, the disastrous results therefrom, and the steps 
taken by the Government towards fire-protection in our forests. 


9. A FISH AND BEAR TALE. 


An interesting film showing fishing in its various forms on the 
Miramichi River, New Brunswick, finally ending with the cap- 
ture alive of three bear cubs. Boys and girls take particular 
interest in this picture. 


11. CAMP FIRES AMONG SNOW PEAKS. 


A scenic film of a journey up the Bow Valley into Yoho 
National Park and Wilcox Pass, showing how alpinists at the 
top of the world make this ascent into territory hitherto un- 
explored. 


12. FISH AND FISHING FOR EVERYBODY. _ 
An industrial picture treating of the great fish industry of 


Canada. This film was taken at the Thurlow fish hatchery, 
Belleville, Ontario, and shows every operation of fish incubation. 


18. IN THE VALLEY OF THE YOHO. 


A scenic film showing the Yoho Valley and Emerald Lake 
region in Yoho Park, British Columbia. An interesting climb is 
made with the Alpine Club of Canada over Mount Vice- 
President, across its great glacier, down into the Yoho Valley. 
Beautiful Twin Falls, Takakkaw Falls and Emerald Lake with 
its girdle of glorious mountains aré featured, as is also the camp 


of the Alpine Club. 
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20. THE RETURN OF THE PRINCESS PATS. 

An historical film depiction of the return from overseas ser- 
vice of Canada’s famous regiment. The S.S. ‘“Carmania”, with 
the Princess Pats on board is shown as it comes up the bay into 
Halifax harbour, the welcome at Halifax, departure for Ottawa 
and arrival at Ottawa with the Government and civic welcome, 
and finally, the happy greetings of Ottawans as the Princess 
Pats once more march through Ottawa streets. 


24. MOUNTAINEERING MEMORIES. 

A scenic film of a trip from Banff to Mount Assiniboine, and 
the efforts made to climb the heights of this tremendous glacier. 
This film shows in detail the splendid glory of the Canadian 
Rocky Mountain scenery. 


26. A MOTOR BOAT RAMBLE. 

A scenic film of a trip in a small motor boat from Belleville to 
Orillia, Ontario, through the famous Trent Valley canal. The 
route is through one of the most prosperous and fertile sections 
of the Dominion, and interesting views are shown of the towns 
and cities en route and also the beautiful Kawartha lakes region. 
An interesting portion of the film shows the operation of the 
world’s greatest hydraulicilift lock at Peterborough and also the 
other mammoth lift lock at Kirkfield, 


35. WHERE NATURE SMILES. 

A film dealing with the fruit district of the N iagara Peninsula, 
the ‘Garden of Ontario’. The picture Opens with views of this 
lovely region when the fruit trees are in blossom followed by 
glimpses of fruit cultivation, picking, shipping, etc. 
36. MAKING MONEY. 


A film trip through the Royal Mint at Ottawa, the Capital 
of Canada, showing the various processes in the making of 
Canada's coinage. 


37. TRAPPING TUNA. 


One of the series of films dealing with Canada’s prolific 
fisheries and depicting how giant tuna fish are caught along the 
shores of Nova Scotia and prepared for market. 


39. THROUGH THE NORWAY OF AMERICA. 


A film of the water cruise between Vancouver and Prince 
Rupert along the rugged picturesque coast of British Columbia 
with glimpses of places and things to be seen en route. 
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_ 40. THE ROBSON TRAIL. 


A scenic travelogue commencing at Winnipeg, Manitoba, - 
through Wainwright National Park and Wild Life Refuge, 
Jasper National Park and along the famous Skeena River to 
Prince Rupert, B.C., with glimpses of the outstanding scenic 
features en route. 


42. FROM CATCH TO CAN. 


One of the series of films dealing with Canada’s great fisheries 
and depicting how sardines are caught along Canada’s Atlantic 
Coast, transported to the canneries, prepared and canned. 


47. COMMUNING WITH THE HEAVENS. 


A film trip through the Dominion Observatory at Ottawa, 
Canada, giving a clear insight into the work of the astronomy, 
seismography and other scientific undertakings carried on here. 


48. INSHORE FISHING ON THE ATLANTIC COAST. 


One of the series of films dealing with Canada’s Atlantic 
fisheries and depicting in particular how salmon and lobsters are 
caught and prepared for the market. 


50. WHERE LAKE AND RIVER MEET. 


A travelogue film of one of Canada’s oldest and most historic 
cities—Kingston, Ontario, containing glimpses of the outstand- 
ing features of the “Limestone City””. 


52. CANADA’S HIGHWAYS. 


An informative film illustrating how Canada’s new highways 
are being constructed together with glimpses of some of her best 
known motor roads. 


54. DOWN NORTH. 


The first film ever produced of the MacKenzie River district 
in Northern Canada, containing glimpses of the great waterway 
which flows north into the Arctic Ocean together with views of 
farming, oil-drilling, etc., in this land of great natural resources. 


55. NIPIGON TRAILS. 


The film story of a canoe trip down the picturesque Nipigon 
River famed for its scenery, “white water” and trout fishing. 
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56. GENTLEMEN CADETS. 


A film dealing with historic Royal Military College at 
Kingston, Ontario—the West Point of Canada, with interesting 
glimpses of how Canada’s future military leaders are trained in 
the various branches of land warfare. 


57. THE VALLEY OF A HUNDRED PEAKS. 


A film depiction of a trail ride into the Tonquin Valley, one 
of. the most picturesque sections of Jasper National Park, 
Alberta, with interesting views of spectacular mountain scenery. 


58 JASPER OF THE LAKES. 


A picturization of the poem of this name by T. P. O'Connor, 
the famous Irish statesman and writer. The lines of the poem are 
illustrated with authentic views of Jasper National Park des- 
cribed therein. 


59. FISHIN’ TIME. . 


A film depicting the experiences of a party of anglers on the 
far-famed Nipigon River, in western Ontario, with glimpses of 
them “‘in action” with fighting Nipigon trout as well as views 
of picturesque scenery of this region. 


60. TOP O’ THE WORLD. 


A film depicting the activities of a party of trail riders and 
alpinists in the Mount Robson section of Jasper National Park 
together with views of the outstanding scenic features of this 
picturesque mountain region. 


63. MAINTAINING THE SALMON SUPPLY. 


One of the series of films descriptive of Canada’s fisheries, 
which are the largest in the world. This film depicts salmon 
hatchery operations at Lakelse Lake, Skeena River district, 
British Columbia. 


64. DIGGING UP THE PAST. 


_A unigue and instructive film showing the Badlands of the 
Red Deer Valley, Alberta, the most prolific field in the world for 
Palaeontological research, and how dinosaurs are located and 
secured. The film also depicts the work of assembling the fossil- 
Sie bones of prehistoric monsters at the Royal Victoria Museum, 

ttawa. 
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65. RANDOM GLIMPSES OF CAPE BRETON. 

A scenic film of the little known beauty spots and historic 
places of Canada's most easterly territory— Cape Breton, which 
includes views of historic Louisburg, the Lingan Rock, the 
rugged northern section of the island around Ingonish and the 
beautiful Bras d’Or Lake district. 


75. ON THE SKEENA RIVER. 

A film dealing with the salmon fisheries on the world’s great- 
est salmon stream, showing the methods of catching and the 
preparation of fish in the canneries. This is one of the series of 
subjects on Canada’s extensive fisheries. 


76. WITH GUN AND DOG. 

A sporting film depicting the experiences of a party of sports- 
men on a deer-hunting expedition in the Laurentian Hills dis- 
trict adjacent to the city of Ottawa. 

77. LEAVES FROM A RANGER’S NOTE BOOK. 

A travelogue film depicting the experiences of a Rocky 
Mountain Ranger in picturesque Jasper National Park, and 
containing a host of beautiful and out-of-the-ordinary scenic 
material, edited and titled in unique manner. 

78. A GREAT LAKES ROMANCE. 

A travelogue film, into which has been interwoven an inter- 
esting little story, of a boat trip through the Upper Great Lakes. 
This film contains views of Windsor, Sarnia, Sault Ste. Marie, 
Ontario, Port Arthur and such interesting features as Kakabeka 
Falls and the Beautiful St. Mary’s River. 

79. WINTER WITCHERY OF NIAGARA. 

Famous as one of the world’s greatest scenic spectacles, 
Niagara in winter dress is incomparably beautiful. This film 
depicts the glories of the great cataract under the Frost King’s 
magic mantle when its picturesque environs are transformed by 
frozen spray into weirdly beautiful and fantastically shaped ice 

formations. 
80. FRONTIERS OF THE NORTH. 

One of a series of films dealing with the Canadian Govern- 
ment Arctic Expedition of 1922, and depicting the first leg of 
the northward journey from Quebec City to Pond’s Inlet, 
Bafhin Land. Included are views of the departure of the expedi- 
tion from Quebec, the voyage through the northern ice floes, 
a polar bear hunt, the killing of an Arctic seal, typical Arctic 
scenery and intimate glimpses of the Eskimos of Baffin Land. 
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81. THE AMBITIOUS CITY. 

A descriptive film of the “Birmingham of Canada’— 
Hamilton, Ontario, with glimpses of its business, industrial 
and residential sections, and its many beauty spots and inter- 
esting features. 


82. MOTORING IN CLOUDLAND. 

A scenic travelogue of the new Banff-Windermere highway 
through the central Canadian Rockies and the completing link 
of the world’s most spectacular motor route—the 4,200 mile 
Grand Circle Tour of Canada and the United States. Inter- 
spersed with views of the magnificent scenery along the route 
are unique glimpses of the wild life of the National Parks in the 
vicinity of the famous resort, Banff, Alberta. 


83. POLICING THE ARCTIC. 

One of a series of films dealing with the Canadian Govern- 
ment Arctic Expedition of 1922, and particularly with the 
location and establishment of Canada’s most northerly white 
settlement at Craig Harbour, Ellesmere Island. The film con- 
tains interesting glimpses of Eskimo life in this region. 


84. A MOUNTAIN MEMORIAL. . 

A scenic film of Mount Edith Cavell, named in honour of the 
heroic British nurse. This mountain is one of the dominating 
features of Jasper National Park, in addition to being one of the 
greatest peaks in the Canadian Rockies. Included in the film are 
views of the mountain itself from various angles, Jasper Park 
Lodge and groups of tourists on the famous Athabaska Trail, 
views of Ghost Glacier and of Lake Cavell, at the base of the 
Mountain. 


85. THE STORY OF A CAN OF SALMON. 

An informative film depicting in an interesting and non- 
technical manner how salmon is canned in the great canneries 
of British Columbia. Every step in the process from delivering 
iin catch to the cannery to completed product is graphically 
shown. 


86. A SCENIC WONDERLAND. 

A descriptive scenic film of Jasper National Park, Alberta— 
Canada’s largest national playground. Included are interesting 
views of Jasper Park Lodge, the splendid new tourist hotel at 
Lac Beauvert, together with glimpses of many of the most noted 
scenic features of the Park. 
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87. THE ATHABASKA TRAIL. 

A picturization of the poem of this name by Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle. The sub-titles of the picture are from the poem and are 
illustrated by exceptionally beautiful and authentic views taken 
not only along the famous trail itself but at many points through- 
out Canada. 


88. WITH ROD AND FLY. 


A sporting film of special interest to followers of Izaak 
Walton. It depicts, in a somewhat lighter vein, the experiences 
of a party of fishing enthusiasts on one of the many small lakes 
of the Upper Gatineau River district near Canada’sCapitalCity. 


89. MONARCHS OF THE PLAINS. 


A film visit to Buffalo Park, Wainwright, Alberta, where the 
Dominion Government has established a great national reserve 
for the once nearly extinct buffalo, as well as yak, elk, and other 
wild life. Besides, interesting views of these former monarchs 
of the plains and how they are cared for, this film depicts the 
cross-breeding of buffalo with domestic cattle to develop new 
and hardier animals. 


90. WHERE BEAUTY DWELLS. 


A scenic travelogue film of one of the most picturesque and 
interesting trips for visitors to Jasper National Park—the trip 
from Jasper Lodge to Maligne Lake. In addition to views of the 
famous Maligne Trail, Maligne Canyon and Medicine Lake, 
this film depicts the beauties of Maligne Lake—said to be one of 
the most wonderful in the Canadian Rockies. 


91. WINTER SPORTS IN CANADA. 


The Dominion of Canada in winter offers opportunities for 
probably more and diverse outdoor winter sports than any other 
country in the world. This film depicts many of the most popular 
winter activities among the Dominion’s sport lovers. 


92. THE RIVER OF DEEP WATERS. ‘ 


The name Saguenay is an Indian term for deep waters and the 
famous Quebec stream that bears this name amply justifies its 
appellation. This film depicts the steamer trip from Quebec to 
quaint Chicoutimi and offers glimpses of Murray Bay, Tadousac, 
the famous Capes, and other features that have made this river 
famous for its historic associations and scenery.

95. IN AND AROUND MONCTON. 

A scenic and informative film dealing with the City of 
Moncton, New Brunswick, and its environs, including glimpses 
of the outstanding features of that interesting city; the famous 
tidal “Bore” of the Petitcodiac River—a natural phenomenon 
not found elsewhere on the American continent; the splendid 
sea-beaches at Point-du-chene; the unique “Rocks” at Hopewell 
Cape. This film also includes views of the silver fox industry 
which flourishes in this district. 


96. DOWN BY THE SEA. 

A scenic travelogue picturization of that section of Nova 
Scotia’s picturesque south shore, adjacent to Halifax, including 
glimpses of that historic city and its environs; views along 
beautiful St. Margaret’s Bay and Hubbards—famed for its tuna 
fishing; and views of Chester, the ““Newport of Nova Scotia”. 
97. LUMBERING IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

British Columbia produces many million feet of lumber 
annually and one-third of the total output of Canada. Her 
immense forests contain probably the finest timber in the world 
today and in this educational film, replete with scenic beauties, 
is depicted, in graphic manner, the lumbering operations, from 
the felling of the giant trees to the export shipping of the finished 
product. 

98. THE CRADLE OF CONFEDERATION. 

Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island, the capital of Canada’s 
smallest province, is replete with historic associations. It was in 
Charlottetown in 1864 that the meeting was held which resulted 
in the confederation of the various provinces into the Dominion 
of Canada. This film illustrates many of the charms of this quaint 
little city. 

100. IN QUEST OF THE BRONZE-BACK. 

The Bronze-back is probably the sportiest and most fighting 
species of bass and this film depicts the experiences of a party of 
anglers on a fishing expedition at Lake Weslemkoon, Ontario, 
where these finny warriors are found in great numbers. 


101. GLIMPSES OF GREENLAND. 

Godhayn, the capital of Greenland, is a port of call for all 
venturers into the Baffin Bay district of the Arctic. This film 
was secured during one of the Canadian Government Arctic 
Expeditions that visited this quaint northern outpost and con- 
tains interesting glimpses of the region, its Eskimo inhabitants 


and their lives. 
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103. AMID ALPINE SNOWS. 


_ A film depiction of the experiences of members of the Alpine 
Club of Canada on one of their annual climbs at Berg Lake and 
Mount Robson. 


104. THE GIBRALTAR OF AMERICA. 


A scenic travelogue of the historic fortified city of gees 
probably the most unique and picturesque city in the New 
World. The film takes the viewer on a short journey around the 
famous battlements and scenes of historic association. 


106. THE BUSY BORDER CITIES. 


A scenic travelogue of the city of Windsor Ae adjacent 
towns which have become known as the “Busy Border Cities.” 


108. JUST WHAT THE DOCTOR ORDERED. 


Fishing belongs to the imaginary ills like Spring Fever and 
Wanderlust and the best cure is to get off beside some lake or 
stream with rod and fly. This film depicts the experiences of 
some “patients” ailing with this mysterious malady and how 
they were cured in the bass-fishing waters of northern Ontario. 


109. CANADA’S COSY CORNER. 
A film depicting the pastoral beauties of Prince Edward 
Island, Canada’s smallest province. © 


110. THE GARDEN OF THE GULF.

arm. 


112. THE CITY OF LOYALISTS.

It is one thing to spend the winter sitting around the radiator 
and grouching about the weather—and quite another to get 
out of doors, where the air is clean and crisp and the snow 
crunches under your feet! Banff, in the Rocky Mountains, has 
become a western rendezvous for winter sports, and there one 
skates or goes sleigh riding, or even risks his neck on skiis amidst 
the most glorious of winter scenery. 


148. YOHO! 


“Yoho!” is the word the Indians used to express surprise and 
wonder. What more suitable name could have been chosen for 
that little valley in the Canadian Rockies? A dozen waterfalls— 
Takakkaw, Point Lace, Twin Falls and the rest of them—are 
tumbling all over themselves to get into it. And we, as we 
climb the High Line Trail, and look down from the top of the 
world, are lost in the natural beauty of it all. When at last we 
find our voice it is to echo the old Indian cry of “Yoho!” 
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149. THE CITY OF SUNSHINE. 

“Sunshine and flowers’ —thus it is that one thinks of Victoria, 
the capital of British Columbia. Its enterprising business dis- 
trict is only overshadowed by its beautiful gardens. Such places 
of interest as Beacon Hill Park, the Mayor’s Garden, the 
Dominion Observatory (which houses the second largest tele- 
scope in the world) and the Butchart Gardens, are famed across 
the Continent. 

150. THE KICKING HORSE TRAIL. 

Opening with the incident which gave the Kicking Horse 
Pass its name in 1858, the picture follows the new motor road 
from Lake Louise to Golden. Winding up and down, around and 
across it is a succession of sudden glories, among which are the 
Natural Bridge, Snowpeak Avenue, the Great Divide and 
Wapta Falls. It is a tribute to the triumph of courage and 
engineering which forced a passage through the very backbone 
of the continent. 

151. THE DRIVE IS ON! 

Every year with the spring break-up, our northern rivers 
leap to life, and the Drive is on! Under the guidance of armies 
of lumberjacks, the logs which have been cut during the winter 
make their long journey down to the mills. The deviltry of 
roaring swollen rivers, huge jams, hairbreadth escapes from icy 
duckings—the log-drive is a thrilling adventure, a constant 
battle in which dexterity and ingenuity are pitted against the 
Unexpected. 

152. SEEKING STEELHEADS. 

“Steelheads” are not, as one might suppose, cohorts of some 
Cromwellian host; nor are they a little known Indian tribe. 
They are a species of trout peculiar to the Pacific Coast of 
Canada known among angling enthusiasts as one of the finest of 
game fish. A quest for them leads us on a little film journey to 
Vancouver Island where, incidentally, we glimpse the scenic 
glories of the Qualicum district and finally ““come to grips” with 
these finny warriors in their native haunts. 

153. WHEN DAY IS DONE. 

The sky is a blaze of colour in the west, and under its spell 
the world lays aside its day’s work to muse awhile in the still- 
ness of dusk. Each sunset brings a new combination of colours, 
a different mood. The camera has caught and woven into a little 
picture poem these glories—old yet ever new—which come to 
thrill the soul of man when day is done. 
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154. CANADA’S PACIFIC GATEWAY. 


Three score years ago, where Burrard Inlet dents the coast- 
line of Canada, stood a tiny trading post. Today on this same 
site stands the Dominion’s largest Pacific port and one of her 
greatest cities—Vancouver. With mountain heights, ocean 
shores and forest realms as its borders, this western metropolis - 
has many charms and attractions many of which are portrayed 
in this short travelogue of Vancouver and is scenic environs. 


155. CANADA’S QUEEN CITY. 


Because it is not only Canada’s second greatest city in size 
and importance but one of much charm, Toronto, the capital of 
the Province of Ontario, is aptly known as the Dominion’s 
“Queen City’. This short travelogue offers glimpses of the 
city's many attractions and outstanding points of interest in- 
cluding views of the world’s greatest annual fair—the Canadian 
National Exhibition. | 


156. CANADA’S METROPOLIS. 


Not only one of the largest and most important cities but the 
second largest ocean-port on the North American continent, 
Montreal, the metropolis of Canada, with a history indelibly 
linked with the development of the New World and its old 
French-English atmosphere, has many and varied features of 
interest. This short travelogue offers glimpses of many of th 
“highlights” of this historic and cosmopolitan city. 


157. THE CITY AT THE FOOTHILLS. 


Situated at the foothills of the great Canadian Rockies in a 
region of vast natural resources, Calgary, is the commercial 
centre of the Province of Alberta. This travelogue presents 
interesting views of many of Calgary’s outstanding features of 
interest including glimpses of its world-famous “Stampede” and 


the Turner Valley oilfields. 


158. LAURENTIAN LURES. 


‘Mid the rolling hills of the Laurentians, stretching like a 
giant crescent across Quebec from the St. Lawrence to Hudson’s 
Bay, are myriad lakes and waterways abounding in game fish. 
This short film depicts the experiences of a party of anglers in 
their quest for speckled trout, and the story of a unique wager 
with a surprising climax. It is replete with fishing action and 
human interest. 
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159. RAMBLES IN GASPESIA. 


Jutting out into the Gulf of St. Lawrence like the claw of a 
giant lobster—a region of sea-seared cliffs, rolling hills and quiet 
pastoral scenes—lies Gaspe, the Normandy of Canada. It is like 
turning back the pages of the Book of Time as the camera takes 
you through this land of striking scenery, picturesque Quebecois 
fisher-folk and quaint customs that makes it unlike any other 
place on the North American continent. 


160. AN ANGLER’S IDYLL. 


Two enthusiastic devotees of the art of Izaak Walton take us 
into the picturesque highlands of Ontario—a region of virgin 
forests and myriad waterways—and we see them whipping the 
clear sparkling brooks to lure the fighting speckled trout. We 
see the crimson spotted battlers lashing out at the lures and 
envision of the suspense of the anglers themselves as the fish leap 
and thresh to win clear. Asa background for this thrilling action 
we have the natural beauty of the deep woods of northern 
Ontario at their best. 


161. NIMRODS IN DUCKLAND. } 


On the wings of October’s northern blasts come the ducks, 
pausing in their passage south to rest upon the broad bosom of 
the upper St. Lawrence. Here the camera joins a party of hunters 
in quest of these feathered prizes, and brings to you striking 
scenes of great flocks at rest upon the water and sweeping up- 
ward in flight, of hunters lying wait behind their “blinds”, 
shooting, hitting, missing, and intelligent retrievers glorying in 
their part of the sport. This film provides a living record of a 
day’s shooting crammed into ten minutes of action. 


162. DAUGHTER OF THE GLACIERS. 


High among the snow-capped peaks of Jasper National Park 
lies this gem of Nature—Maligne Lake. Cold, clear, beautiful, 
it was born in the high-flung glaciers, guarded long by a company 
of alpine Titans that lift their great heads into the clouds. In 
this film you are taken on a round of the Lake by boat, bringing 
before your eyes enough beauty to make you believe the words 
of a famous artist who said: ‘““Where others are chamber music, 
Maligne is a great orchestra.” 
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163. HIGH TRAILS. 


High trails in the Canadian Rockies lead to scenic wonders 
unsurpassed and in this film the camera joins a party of trail- 
riders as they start from Jasper Park Lodge over the Maligne 
Lake-Shovel Pass trail, pausing en route to view the wonders 
of Maligne canyon, the soft beauty of Medicine Lake and the 
glories of Maligne Lake. The return journey takes us upward 
over the famous Shovel Pass to gaze upon a canvas that only 
Nature in her best mood could paint—vast panoramas of rocky, 
snow-capped alplands, vari-coloured slopes and myriad great 
peaks melting into the hazy blue. 


164. A LITERARY FISH STORY. 


A world-renowned literary trio—Rex Beach, famous author, 
Ray Long, noted magazine editor, and Roy Howard, publisher 
of the Scripps/Howard newspapers—lay down their pens long 
enough to grasp their fishing rods and hie themselves to the 
Jacques Cartier River, famous trout stream in the Laurentians.

165. ISLES OF ROMANCE. 


From the Land of the Maple to the Land of Palms you are 
carried in this picturization of a boat trip from Canada through 
the glorious isles of British West Indies to Britain’s only terri 
torial possession in South America—British Guiana. The camera 
brings to you glimpses of the scenic beauties, historic points of 
interest and other features of Bermuda, St. Kitts-Nevis, Antigua, 
Montserrat, Dominica, St. Lucia, Barbados, St. Vincent, 
Granada, Trinidad and Demerara.
